at Dixon.

Dixon, O., July 14.—This little town 


on the Ohio-Indiana state line at the 
eastern edge of Allen county again 
suffered heavily by fire this morning 
when flames completely wiped out the 
Dixon 
grain elevators and 
the A. 


Dieterick hardware establishment, en- 
tailing a loss that will approximate 
$20.000, partially covered by insurance. 


The origin of the fire Is unknown. 


It was discovered at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning in a shed In the rear of. the 
hardware store. Facilities for fighting 
the fire were meagre, and the flames 
licked up the hardware store and then 
swept across the street to the grain 
elevators. 
From the latter the safe 


and about half a carload of flour was 
gotten out. but the -hardware stock is 
a total loss. 
Mr. Dieterick's 
stock 


was valued at $9.000. and upon it ho 
carried $6.500 insurance. 


The hardware building was owned 


by M. A. Clem. It was a frame struc- 
ture, worth perhaps US.flOO, and was 
insured for $2,000. The grain elevator 
•was owned by the Dixon Grain com- 
pany, composed of Earl Marshall, o{ 
Dixon, and Mr. Long, of Convoy, and 
was valued at S8.W. Loss on grain 
will be about ? 1.500. and the com- 
pany is fairly well protected by In- 
surance. 
The burned buildings wet* 


all on the Indiana side of the line. 


Dixon has been singularly unfor- 


tunate in the matter of fires within 
the past five years. The elevator de- 
stroyed today is the third to burn 
within that time, in addition to » 
chufcli. a residence arid two itor* 
building*.

Water Supply Lost in Sea. 


Finally the masts snapped off flush 


with the deck, the schooner righted, 
and the men were able to crawl about. 
But when they looked for provisions 
they could get only a few cans of to- 
matoes. Fresh water there was none, 
for the butts hnd been smashed by the 
pounding seas.

known to the deep water mariner as a 
"Jackass brlgantine."

Against Troops—Story 


of the Struggle. 


Manila, July 14.—Jlkirl. the Moro 


outlaw chieftain, killed and his band 
exterminated on July 5. died game In 
the last ditch, according to dispatches 
and letters from American officers who 
[ought against the outlaw. 


Hunted from place to place by the 


regulars and constabulary, who had 
been In close pursuit for days, Jiklrl, 
with seven followers, two women and 
one thlld. took refuse In a cavo.-in the 
side of the crater of an extinct volcano. 
Here the outlaws gathered to make 
their last stand. As the soldiers came 
up the scouts located the party and the 
troops worked their way around the 
place until It was entirely surround- 
ed. 


Women Do Share of Fighting. 


Capt. George L. Byrain, of the Sixth 


cavalry, who commanded the attack- 
Ing force, then ordered a white flag 
displayed, and through his Interpreter 
called upon Jiklri to surrender. 
The 


outlaw refused and declined also to ac- 
cept a safe conduct for the women of 
his party, who remained with the band 
and bore their share f f the fighting. 


Byram ordered up the guns and a 


terrific shell lire was opened on the 
cave. 
The missiles broke above and 


around the opening, but the ledge pro- 
tected those inside from the flre and 
little damage was Inflicted. 


Storming parties worked their way 


up the steep slope and, finding footing 
on the ledge, endeavored to rush the 
larger entrance to 
the 
caved 
The 


fighting for a few minutes was des- 
perate, but the outlaws drove their as- 
sailants buck by a savage spear charge. 


The soldiers were not to be routed, 


however, and taking up their posts at 
the end of the ledge puorert a terrible 
rifle fire Into the mouth of the cave, 
the bullets glancing 
from the rock 


walls and throwing showera of sharp 
splinters of rock among the besieged. 


How Outlaw Met His Doom. 


Jiklrl himself slnglec'. out Lieut. Ar- 


thur H. Wilson, of the Sixth cavalry, 
who commanded one section of the at- 
taching party. Dashing from the cave, 
the outlaw flung 
himself 
upon the 


American before Wilson could raise his 
pistol. 


With one hand gripping the officer's 


hair, the bandit slashed at his neck 
with the heavy knife he carried, en- 
deavoring to behead him. Lieut. -Jo- 
seph A. Baer, of the Sixth cavalry, 
saw his comrade's peril and ran to his 
aid. 
• As Jlkiri swung back the knife to 
strike again, Baer shot him dead and 
Wilson dropped to the ground. It is 
feared that Wilson will be Incapaci- 
tated for further service in the army, 
as the muscles and cords of his neck 
were'severed by.-the bandit's• knife.

Plttsburg. Pa.. July 14.—The Penn- 


sylvania railroad has asked for bids 
on 20,000 all-steel freight cars; 
the 


Baltimore and Ohio on 8.000 and the 
Chicago and 
Northwestern on S.OOO. 


making a total of 34.000 cars, which 
are to be let soon. This will require 
an aggregate of 544,000 tons of steel. 
The Carnegie Steel company has been 
asked to bid on the plates. 


The Jones & Laughlin Steel com- 


pany Is filled with orders until Janu- 
ary, as Is the Cambria Steel company, 
while the Lackawanna Steel company 
Is taking new orders at a premium ot 
from $1 to ?3 per ton. The Carnegie 
company, Including its rail department. 
Is filled with orders to the extent of 
88 per cent and for five weeks ahead 
have 100 per cent, including rails. The 
steel makers claim they could readily 
advance prices several dollars per ton 
on. all finished steel, excepting mils, 
but will not do so. None of the steel 
companies will accept orders for fin- 
ished material for speculative buying. 
All orders for steel must go into actual 
construction. 


Tt Is rumored here that the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad company is figuring on 
placing additional stock on the mar- 
ket, instead of bonds, to pay for the 
Improvements.

Johnson, Alias Madson, Old 


Bigamist, Tells a Hot 


Story of Career. 


San Francisco, July 14.—Christian 


C. Johnson, who was taken from San 
Joae today to serve seven years in the 
penitentiary for bigamy, is reported to 
have confessed that 'he is the myste- 
rious "John Madson" wanted in many 
parts of the country for matrimonial 
ventures and systematic swindling of 
women, under promise of marriage.' 


Johnson's alleged confession, which 


is printed today in a local newspaper, 
Is so full of inconsistencies and so at 
variance'-J'ith statements he has made 
since hi', arrest in this city last week 
that the police authorities are not in- 
clined to give it full credence. 


The confession says he 
has been 


married to eo many -sromen he can't 
count them oft hand. 


"In 1906," he says, "I quit my busi- 


ness of buying horses and from that 
day to this have been making my liv- 
ing by marying and making love to 
women, getting their money and then 
deserting them." 


One of his most amazing feats, ac- 


cording to his Own confession, v;as 
making love to ten -women at one time 
in Portland, Ore. Johnson declares 
that In every instance ho spent the 
money he received upon tho victim 
herself. 


"They kept -me broke nil the time" 


is the way he expressed it. 


He married the first of his many 


wives in Springfield, Mass., In 1905. I 
married only one woman under the 
name of John Madson," Johnson de- 
clared. "Her name was Jones, if I r«- 
memher rightly. Ada Jones. I got $1.- 
800 from her because she said she 
lovetl me. I could have got 550,000." 


John Mclntosh was born In Allen 


county, Ind., near New Hav«n, Sept 2, 
1842; 
died at his home in Hoagland, 


July 8, 1909, aged 66 years, 10 months 
and 6 days. 


He was one of the pioneers of -A17 


len county. He enlisted'in the llth 
Indiana battery Feb. 28, 1862, and was 
In some of the fiercest engagements of 
the civil war, having taken part In 
:he battles ol Chickamauga, Lookout 
Mountain, Mission Ridge and several 
others. He was made corporal of the 
battery to which he belonged and was 
honorably discharged 
from 
service 


March 3, 1865. He was a member of 
the Union Veteran Legion of .Fort 
Wayne. 


On Dec. 7, 1365, h* was united in 


marriage to Emily Harrod, who still 
survives him. To this union .were 
born four children, Bella, who In her 
infancy preceded him to the spirit 
land; Mrs. Fred Fry, of Fort Wayne;
